The ministry said that “over a 
ton of bombs a minute” was drop- 
Ped during the actual attack on 
German targets. 

Big Wellingtons, Whitleys, Hamp- 
dens, Stirlings, Manchesters and 
Halifaxes took part in the attacks 
and did “much damage.” 

The statement says that fh ad- 
dition to the material damage in- 
flicted the damage to nerves, cur- 
tailment of sleep for workers and 
rumors spreading throughout Ger- 
many was heavy.

broadcast today, 

Bryansk is a German-held sail- 
way centre on the Desna river, 220 
miles from the capital. 

The newspaper Red Star said 
Hitler's high command is losing 
thousands of men in counter-at- 
tacks aimed at re-linking defence 
bases and relieving encircled Nazi 
garrisons. 


Litvinoff Urges 
Diversion Attack 


PHILADELPHIA, April 11—(AP) 
—Maxim Litvinoff, Russian am- 
bassador to the United States, said 
Friday night the time has come “to 
make Hitler rack his brains ana 
wonder where his enemies will 
direct their next blows” instead 
of others guessing where Hitler wil! 
strike next. 

“Isn't it time to compel him to 
scatter his forces a little?” Litvinoft 
asked in an address before the Am- 
erican Academy of Political and 
Social Science. That is what united 
efforts are needed for, and nol 
united efforts in the abstract, or at 
some future date. 

“I mean united efforts now, for 
the definite purpose of inflicting de- 
feat on Hitler on the only front 
where this is now possible.” 

He said Hitler could be destroyed 
“only on the field of battle,” and 
that the main field of battle lies at 
present on the territory of the 
Soviet Union.

A survey of aircraft preduction 
on both sides of the war, natur- 
ally including considerable in- 
formed guessing, shows that this 
spring of 1942 has brought a tip- 
ping of the balance in aircraft 
Production in favor of the United 
Nations. 

Circles in close touch with of- 


ficial estimates indicate that, as 
long predicted, the democracies 
have begun to outrun the Axis. 


Since the aircraft factor is one of 
the decisive elements in modern 
warfare, the rapidly changing pic- 
ture in regard to aircraft gives rise 
to optimism though officials warn 
that other factors such as shipping 
weigh against too much optimism 
at present. 


ASTONISHING PROGRESS 


As the experts foresee it, the 
Axis is in for a great many more 
surprises of the kind delivered to 
the Japanese over Ceylon last Sun- 
day when United Nations squadrons, 
including Canadians, bagged up to 
57 out of 75 Jap aerial raiders, The 
Japanese did not know, apparently, 
they would run into much opposi- 
tion.

MELBOURNE, April 11.—(CP) 
—Declaring the loss of Bataan 
had not ended the war in the 
Philippines, President Manuel 
Quezon said today that “the 
Filipino people will stand by 
America and our Allies to the 
bitter end.” 


Quezon, who arrived recently in 
Australia, said he was “proud of the 
part the Filipino forces have taken 
in this epic battle.” 

“IT am profoundly grateful to the 
whole army, which has thus vindi- 
cated the honor and right of the 
Filipino people to become an in- 
dependent nation,” Quezon added. 
“Their countrymen will consider 
every man who took part in this 
battle a national hero and will feel 
undying gratitude for the service 
they have rendered.” 

Quezon pointed out that Corregi- 
dor fortress, the Visaya islands and 
Mindanao still are fighting the 
Japanese, and said: 

“Tam certain that all these places 
will be defended as long as there 
are means wherewith to defend 
them.”

COMPROMISE NEEDED 

“This critical and unconstructive 
attitude, natural enough in the law 
courts or in the market place, is 
not the best way of arriving at a 
compromise, but compromise there 
must be if a strong and free India 
is to come into being. 

“Some day, somehow the great 
communities and parties in India 
will have to agree upon a method 
of framing their new constitution. 

“I regret profoundly for the 
sake of India, for whom I have 
deep and admiring friendship, 
that the opportunity now offered 
has not been accepted.

“The demand has been made 
that the defence of India should 
be placed in Indian hands. No 
one suggests that the commander 
in chief ag head of the armed 
forces should be under the Indiap 
egovernment, but they say his 
functions as defence member 
should be transferred to an 
Indian. 

“This may sound simple—it would 
mean long and difficult reorganiza-

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It May Be Done Any Day 


If there has been anywhere a supposi- 
tion that compulsion cannot be employed 
to fill up the ranks of Canada’s reserve 
units unless the coming plebiscite results 
in a “yes” majority, and until parliament 
has passed new legislation, that is a com- 
plete misapprehension. The plebiscite has 
‘nothing to do with the raising of men for 
home defence. No further action by par- 
liament is necessary to apply conscription 
to the recruiting of men for defence forces. 
The existing law empowers the Gov- 
ernment to call men, of any age and in any 
number required, for service in Canada. 

When the Minister of Defence said the 
other day that compulsion will be employ- 
ed unless volunteers fill up the reserve 
units, he was not speaking of a future 
course which would only be possible some 
weeks hence and only if parliament ap- 
proved legislation still to be introduced. 
He was speaking as one having authority 
to apply conscription now. And*he very 
plainly meant that these units are to be 
brought up to strength without delay, not 
some time in the more or less remote fu- 
ture. The draft order may be issued any 
day and made effective on the shortest 
notice. 


On Balance 


Against the loss of the Cornwall and 
the Dorsetshire is to be set the sinking of 
an Italian cruiser of the same size and a 
Japanese cruiser. Against the loss of the 
Hermes may be placed the destruction of 
hundreds of enemy planes from Malta to 
Staraya Russa. Against the ineffective 
raids on Indian coastal cities is to be reck- 
oned the demolition of Nazi munitions 
plants in France and Germany. Against 
the abortive attack on Colombo there is 
the blasting of the port of Hamburg. 
Against the Tokyo reports of Allied mer- 
chant ships sunk in the Bay of Bengal can 
be put the fact that Axis submarine at- 
tacks in the western Atlantic have fallen 
off sharply. Against the fall of Bataan is 
the Russian thrust across the Dneiper. 

In the Pacific-Indian Ocean theatre 
the enemy has had the better of the week's 
fighting. But not in the major theatre, 
w&ich stretches from the eastern shores 
of this continent to Egypt and Murmansk. 
There the Axis has made no headway, and 
has suffered some weakening blows. On 
balance the position of the Allies is better 
than it was a week ago. Our reverses in 
the Asian area are not to be minimized, 
but neither are the gains made in Russia 
and the heavy damage inflicted in enemy 
munitions centres around Paris and Co- 
logne. And while, the world over, we are 
giving as good as we get, every day sees 
more of the tools of victory turned out of 
Allied plants and shipyards than the day 
before. 

Nothing that has happened during the 
week gives any cause to doubt what the 
outcome will be, depressing as some of the 
events have been. 


Keep Them Out Of Canada 


Hon. Pierre Cardin, Minister of Trans- 
port, reduced abstractions to realism in his 
broadcast address this week, when he told 
Canadians a “‘yes’ vote at the coming 
plebiscite will not be a vote for—or against 

—the King government—but a vote for the 

safety of themselves and their families. 
That is the bed-rock truth, and every 
voter, whatever his antecedents and 
his political theories, should sense the fact. 
This is of course a war to preserve civil- 
ization; to preserve the British Empire, 
the United States, France, and every other 
country—including the totalitarian na- 
tions—from military domination. But it 
is also a war to preserve Canadian women 
and children and men from the horrors 
of Axis conquest and slavery. 

If the Axis powers are not stopped 
oversea they will repeat in Canada what 
they have done from Poland to Hong 
Kong, from France to Rabau, from Hol- 
land to Ethiopia. It will make no differ- 
ence to them of what non-Axis race a 
Canadian may have come, nor what he 
thought about conscription. We shall all, 
in that dread event, be submerged in com- 
mon humiliation, robbed, enslaved, and 
conscripted for military service or any 
other service our conquerors choose, This 
is what Canadians should think about now. 
The war isn’t merely “over in Europe” any 
longer. It is on our borders, both of them. 
And it will cross those borders unless we 
and our Allies put enough men and ma- 
chines into the oversea theatres to smash 
the ganster combination there. 

A “yes” vote is a vote to keep the 
Nazis and Fascists and Japanese out of 
Canada, in the only way they can be kept

Somebody Should Explain 


Perhaps there are military reasons the 
layman knows nothing about, but some 
naval writer should explain to the uncon- 
vinced public why it is good policy, or safe 
policy, to send valuable and useful war- 
ships against an enemy known to be 
strong in air power without supplying 
those ships with corresponding air protec- 
tion, Three British ships were lost in the 
Indian ocean this week, apparently for the 
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same reason that the Prince of Wales and 


the Repulse were lost in Malayan waters— 
they had not adequate air defence. This 
holds even in the case of the aircraft car- 
rier Hermes, for it was staked against 
enemy carriers with three times as many 
planes aboard. 

Presumably planes were not sent along 
in sufficient numbers because they couid 
not be spared. Then, why risk the ships? 
That is what the non-naval but very es- 
sential British taxpayers are likely to want 
to know, and in asking it they will be try- 
ing to find out what people in the Allied 
countries generally would also like to know. 
The latter, by the way, have some right to 
wonder, because they are pooling both 
their men and their monéy in the common 
effort. 

The Cornwall and the Dorsetshire were 
in at the death of the Bismarck. For more 
than two years they have been in the thick 
of the fighting around Europe and in the 
Atlantic. They came through scatheless, 
and might have gone on hunting down 
enemy craft in those waters. But they 
were seemingly sunk on sight when they 
got into the Indian ocean. For the reason 
that they had air protection before, but 
did not have it when they were sent 
against the Japanese plane-carriers. What 
else was supposed would happen to them? 
Or what is gained by sacrificing them? 


Ottawa reports that the visible supply 
of wool will last for only six months, and 
the prices and trade board is circularizing 
tailors to find out what customers have 
bought more than two suits of clothes 
since the first of February. It is not plea- 
sant therefore to read that the Japanese 
Minister at Ottawa, who is to due to take 
his overdue departure, has celebrated his 
going in advance by ordering thirteen 
suits. This presumably is one of the pre- 
rogatives of an ambassador and nothing 
can be done about it. But there is one glint 
of satisfaction in the incident. It suggests 
ie the Japanese cloth supply is running 
ow.

Jugoslavia Fights On 


Twelve months ago Jugoslavia, to use Mr. 
Chuchill’s expression, “found her soul.” Two 
days earlier regent Prince Paul had taken the 
country into the Axis camp. Berlin had hailed 
the event as Britain's “political Dunkerque.” 
But the Nazi oligarchy’s jubilation was short 
lived. Hitler and his gang had not counted on 
the quiet activities of General Dusan Simovic, 
a Serbian patriot described in the all-embrac- 
ing term as “tough” and violently anti-German, 
who staged a spectacular coup, put Paul to 
flight, and placed King Peter II on the Throne 
six months before he had reached his majority 
~-at which time the regency would have been 
dissolved.

Nor should it be forgotten, incidentally, that 
not only did the finding of Jugoslavia’s soul 
seriously disturb Hitler's strategy. The Simovic 
coup completely upset the Nazi timetable; it 
conceivably delayed the Fuehrer's designs on 
the Middle East and probably postponed his 
attack on Soviet Russia by a month or six 
weeks—-time, had it been used, which might 
have considerably ehanged the scene on the 
eastern front. On this first anniversary of 
Jugoslavia’s defy to the Axis, then, the United 
Nations will salute General Milhailoviteh and 
his gallant men, They have earned for their 
country a place closer to the head of the peace 
conference table than some other nations which 
succumbed to the glittering promises of the 
totalitarian “New Order.”—Victoria Times,

Street Car Strategy 


Faster Service Much More 


Profitable Than an 
Increased Fare

With gasoline rationing, which 
is not very stringent just now 


but may become tighter as time offer 


goes on, and with the virtual dis- 
appearance of rubber for auto- 
mobile tires, the 
urban transportation, all over 
North America, is going to re- 
quire a good 
deal of careful 
adjustment. 

So far as 
street cars are 
concerned, the 
problem will be 
intensified by 
the fact that 
material for 
new rolling 
stock is gradu- 
ally being en- 
tirely withdrawn 
for war _ pur- 
poses, It is difficult to buy new 
street cars now. In a few months 
it will be impossible, 

Edmonton faces these difficul- 
ties along with other Canadian 
cities, 

For its population, Edmonton 
covers an unusually wide area. 
This, coupled with the national 
shortage of rolling stock and the 
anticipated increase in street car 
traffic, creates a problem in this 
city that is peculiarly acute, 

It is singularly unfortunate 
that the only proposal made so 
far to deal with this problem is to 
increase the fares for those who 
cannot afford to buy tickets in 


dollar lots, 
Unjust 


This proposal, outside the ob- 
vious fact that it evades, in a 
distressingly inept manner, the 
real heart of the problem, is most 
unjust because it tends to unload 
a burden on those who are least 
able to bear it. 

Within a few months there will 
be hundreds of new street car 
riders who will have recently put 
away their automobiles . because 
of lack of tires, These people, in 
a financial position to operate a 
car, will naturally be able to buy 
tickets in the dollar books, 

It is only the steady customers, 
the long-time supporters of the 
street car system, the great mass 
of the common man who thinks 
in terms of quarters, and not of 
dollars, who would be hit by the 
proposed increase of iares from 
five cents to six and a quarter 
cents in the quarter strips. 

This must make the little man 
who has been faithfully dropping 
in his five cent tickets for ten or

fifteen or twenty years feel 
pretty good. 
Better Service 


As a matter of fact, the matter 
of fares is just about as remote 
from the real implications of the 
problem as anything can possibly 
be. 


The Edmonton street railway 
system is going to be called upon 
to carry a record number of pas- 
sengers without being able to 
materially increase its plant. 

In other words, it is going into 
mass production, so to speak, 
with limited equipment. 

There has always been a theory 
in business that mass production 
produced lower prices, not higher 
ones, There is no reason, I can 
see, why this principle should 
fail to apply to urban transporta- 
tion. 

If the present street railway 
equipment were being pressed to 
maximum capacity, at the present 
time, the question of cost might 
enter into the matter. But it is 
being operated in a manner very 
far from capacity. As a matter 
of fact, it could probably carry 


twice as many passengers as it| 


carries today without putting on 
a single extra car. 
Wasted Time 


The equipment already in use 
is not being employed efficiently, 
to put the matter bluntly, There 
are too many unnecessary de- 
lays, too much wasted time. 

There is, for instance, the long 
waits at terminals, All the sche- 
dules could be speeded up. A 
street car is not earning money 
while it is standing idle at the 
end of a line, 

More time could be saved and 
more revenues earned if motor- 
men were instructed not to wait 


If 
the cars ran more frequently, no 
One would mind missing one by a 
few hundred feet. 

Moreover, a more frequent 
service should eliminate the long 
and unnecessary waits at 101st 
and Jasper for transferring pas- 
sengers, 

The present system of transfers 
is prodigal of time and earning 
eapacity, Unloading at connect- 
ing points occupies many minutes 
of valuable productive time while 
the motormen hand out transfers 
to descending passengers. If these 
were permitted to get their 
transfers while boarding cars or 
en route, a general speeding up 
could be effected, 

If transfers were handed out 
at points of embarkation instead 
of at points of debarkation, the 
rear and middle exits in some of 
the cars could be more? freely 
used by alighting passengers and 
stops, at main __ intersections, 
would be reduced by valuable 
minutes, 

Another device to speed up the 
service would be strict enforce- 
ment of the rule that no passen- 
ger should remain on the front 
platform and engage the motor- 
man in conversation. Conversa- 
tion eats up a lot of vital street 
car time. 

The solution of Edmonton's 
street car problem depends al- 
most entirely upon the institution 
of a faster and better service— 
which could be done very easily 
with existing equipment, 

Any talk of increasing the fare 
to those who cannot afford jt is 
quite beside the question. Tye 
proposal is unjust and ineffective 
and irrelevant

Milkweed 


Editor, Bulletin: Many readers 
will be thrilled by your recent 
headlines with reference to the 
rubber producing qualities of the 
Russian dandelion, 

With all this excitement creat- 
ed by this “new discovery” will 
you permit me a few lines of 
space to point out that Canada 
has an equal, if not greater sup- 
ply of rubber, in the juice of the 
common milkweed that is such a 
prominent feature of the Cana- 
dian autumn landscape. 

While we are on the subject, 
may I point out that the juice of 
this lowly weed also has marvel- 
lous properties as a hand lotion 
and will smooth out roughened 
skin like nobody's business. 

If a mature milkweed plant is| 
pulled up by the roots and crush- 
ed under conditions that will per- 
mit the collection of the white 
juice, the experimenter will be 
surprised to see how much 
“milk” one of these plants will! 
yield. But the surprise is not 
over yet. Pour the collected juice 
into a bottle and add some or- 
dinary, common garden variety 
of household vinegar. Presto: a 
creamy clot forms and that clot 
is latex or rubber; much the same 
rubber as produced from the rub- 
ber trees of Malaya. 

An average Canadian milkweed 
plant will produce from four to! 
twelve per cent latex (juice con- 
tent) and does not require any 
hothouse equipment for propa- 
gation, ;

* Rapid strides were made in 
history of Strathcona Collegiate In: 
stitute after the turn of the century, 


following the appointment of G. A. 


McKee, B.A, as principal, in 1908 
Mr, McKee acted in that position 
until January 1913, when he was 
appointed superintendent of schools, 
and Was succeeded by Ross S. Shep- 
pard as principal. 

With an ehtirely new staff, Mr. 
Sheppard commenced his duties, 
which extended over a period of 25 
years, and during that time, Scona 
gradually assumed its present pro- 
portions. In that period the name 
Strathcona Collegiate Institute was 
dropped and the school was renam- 
ed Strathcona High School to cor- 
respond with the other High 
Schools of Edmonton for the city of 
Strathcona was absorbed by Ed- 
monton at this time. 

During the years Mr. 
captained Strathcona’s ship, Mr 
Robertson performed the same 
duties for Garneau, the other south 
side High Schoo] and so for years 
these two schools, rivals both from 
an academic and an atheltic stand- 
point, grew up together. Men and 
women of sterling character guided 
the hundreds of students through 
this very important phase of their 
lives. 

When the time came for Strath- 
cona Composite High School to be 
formed four years ago it was Mr. 
Robertson who returned “home” to 
the S.H.S. building after so many 
years absence to assume the princi- 
palship of this school. Mr. Shep- 
pard had succeeded Mr. McKee as 
Superintendent of the Schools for 
the city of Edmonton.

Splinter-Proof Blackout Pad 
Protects Against Flying Glass 


Stain “Treatment” | 
For Green Lumber 


A new splinter-proof black-out 
pad that berricades as it blacks 
out has been put on the market. 
It shields inside lights from out- 
side view, and at the same time 
protects those in the room from 
| flying glass, 

The pad looks something like a 
quilted comfortable in both thick- 
hess and construction. Bleck on 
the window side and white on the 
room side, it cheerfully reflects 
light in the room.

There are ways of treating wood 
siding from which the moisture has 
not been sufficiently removed. One 
way is to finish it with shingle sta.u, 
instead of a solid {film of paint. 
Shingle stains are not opaque cov- 
erings. The natural texture and 
grain of the wood show through in 
a ttansparent or semi-transparent 
effect. 

As shingle stain does not form @ 
thick film over the wood, the mois- 
ture in the shingles can “breathe" 
through its porous coat until ex- 
cess moisture has been carried 
away. Paint applied over moisture- 
laden shingles would be likely to 
blister and peel when this breathing 
process occurred, 

Two types of shingle stains are 
on the market: one a creosote stain 
which is transparent and wood-pie- 
serving, the other a heavy-bodied 
type with greater hiding power than 
creosote stain, but not so heavy as 
paint.

With the 
pad come gray pegs that may be 
driven into the wall, The pad is 
hung on the pegs by its loops. It 
takes less than two minutes to place 
it. Between usings it may be rolled 
up like a beach pad and stored near. 
by 

The pad is available in three 
sizes: 42 by 55 inches, 55 by 75 
inches and 63 by 90 inches. 

Such protection is not needed on 
all the windows of the house, but 
only on the window of the room or 
rooms in which the family expects 
to stay during a blackout or air 
raid, Other rooms can be blacked 
out simply by turning off the lights 
and lowering the shades.

ODAY I would like you to turn your thoughts to 

Christian Service, Many of you reading this message 

may be unable to attend a Christian Service and are 

asking the question, how best can I render unto 
God true and laudable service? 

The cry on every hand is for more and greater service, 
the natural thing for the Christian to do is to ask the 
question, “Lord what wilt Thou have me to do? True 
service must be‘rendered in ali humanity, for willing ser- 
vice denotes true greatness. Our Lord asked this question, 
“Whether is greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth? is not he that sitteth at meat? but I am among 
you as he that serveth. Therefore if we would follow in 
the footsteps of Christ, we must seck to know how best 
we might serve. 

First of all we must have complete’faith in God, other- 
wise it will be difficult to obey His commands and serve 
Him wholeheartedly; then He asks that we deal justly with 
all men, love mercy, and walk humbly before Him. Then 
He hath revealed unto us His desires in Jesus Christ our 
Saviour, Who came not to be ministered unto but to 
minister (or serve) and to give His Life a ransom for many, 
and so we now turn to the living example of true service, 
to see how best we may walk in His Blessed Footsteps. 
His was a life of Service for He was ever going about 
doing good, healing the sick, halt, lame and blind, and He 
bids us to help bear one another's burdens -and so fulfil 
the law of Christ. The question of our service and duty 
to others is quite simple if we only change positions and 
ask what we would have them do for us. So many people 
say, “Oh, I feel sorry for so and so,” but they do not raise 
a finger to help them. That was what our Lord condemned 
in His day, hypocracy, leaven of malice and wickedness. 
So many in this life pass off their duty or opportunity for 
service on to others, because they have failed to realize 
the true joy in service, and also the promise of an ever- 
lasting reward. Many secking service look too far away, 
for difficult things and miss the present and easier things. 
Christ said, “Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren ye did it unto Me,” and inasmuch as 
we are faithful in a few things we shall be made ruler 
over many things in the presence of our Lord, Such is the 
joy and reward for Christian Service,

Reveal Increase

to get the voters out in a manner 
never before paralleled, he said. 


NOTES PENSION FEELING 
Though Mr. Mackenzie's depart- 
ment has no jurisdiction over the 
question of old age pensions, he 
stated that the feeling for an in- 
crease in the allowance is very 
strong in British Columbia and 


Alberta. Such is not the case in 
the eastern provinces, he added. 


In regard to the pension plan 
for returned soldiers, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie stated that Canada was 
showing the way with a plan that 
is being taken as a model by 
other nations, The six benefits 
as outlined under the October re- 
habilitation order, are already 
being enjoyed by approximately 
1,200 men suffering from disabili- 
ties, 

Out of 48,000 men already back 
on Canadian soil, after serving 
overseas, only 1,062 are at present 
unemployed, the minister pointed 
out, as further proof of the effi- 
ciency of the rehabilitation plan. 

The recent visit to British Col. 
umbia of Hon, J. L. Ralston and 
Hon. C. G. Power, has been a stim- 
ulating factor in speeding up 
coastal defence plans, and as a re- 
sult the program will be greatly 
accelerated during the next two 
months, Mr. Mackenzie remarked. 


6,000 ON ROADS 

Arrangements are being made for 
employing about 6,000 Japanese on 
three road projects in British Col- 
umbia. Men are already at work 
on the Jasper-Blue River project 
and the Hope-Princeton stretch. 
They will likely be placed on the 
project between Prince George and 
Prince Rupert, the minister stated, 

Plans call for about 1,000 Japs to 
be placed on the sugar beet farms 
in southern Alberta. That is the 
only group that will be sent to this 
province, he said. 

Some Japanese families will be 
sent to Manitoba and from 3,000 to 
6,000 will be placed on projects in 
Ontario. Families are being ship- 
ped to the ghost towns in the Koot- 
enay valley as well, he said. 

Mr. Mackenzie emphatically 
stated that expenses involved with 
the movement of the Japanese, and 
the cost of their upkeep is entirely 
the responsibility of the federal 
government. 

The minister was accompanied 
by George Darby, district admin- 
istrator of his department for Brit- 
ish Columbia, who was also enroute 
to eastern Canada.

The patient calls it chronic ca- 
tarrh of the nose--the physician 
calls it rhinitis. Regardless of 
which name is used, it means ca- 
tarrhal inflammation of the mu: 
cous membrane lining the nose. 

In chronic rhinitis, the mucous 
membrane becomes inflamed and 
swollen and there is an increased 
secretion of mucous, as the result 
of continued irritation. 

The blood vessels become  dis- 
tended or stretched, and their walls 
are softened. The membrane may 
thicken or harden. The nose feels 
stopped up or obstructed because 
of the combination of the changes 
in the membrane itself and the in- 
creased discharge of mucous. At 
the start, this discharge is thin and 
watery as well as profuse as seen in 
the beginning of a cold, when the 
nose “runs. Laler on the = dis- 
charge may become thick and be 
hard to remove even by vigorous 
blowing of the nose. 

The patient complains of a feel- 
ing of fullness in the nose or be- 
tween the eyes. A dull headache 
may develop, but the boring, per-| 
sistent headache as seen in sinus 
trouble is not present and the pa- 
tient describes more of a dull dis- 
tress.

REPORT ON WORK 

In a report on the supervision of 
British guest children in Alberta, 
Supt, Blaine states that in August, 
1940, a total of 113 children arrived 
in Alberta, but with transfers of 
two boys last November to Singa- 
pore to join their parents and the 
transfer of two others, a boy and a 
girl, to Victoria, B.C., the total num- 
ber in the province now is 109. 

Of this number, 46 are in Edmon- 
ton, 21 in Calgary and nine in 
Wetaskiwin, with the remainder be- 
ing scattered among the smaller 
centres in the province. 

Supt. Blaine points out that 
guest children’s assistance will 
be increased here under new 
regulations whereby parents and 
relatives in England are permit- 
ted to send money to Canada at 
the rate of £3 for each child and 
£10 for cach adult, monthly. 

Guest children are visited at least 
once every six months by officials 
of the child welfare branch in order 
that their welfare may be safe- 
guarded. 

In his report, Supt. Blaine states: 
“Without exception the children 
have become healthier, brighter, 
more alert in their studies. broader 
in outlook, as a result of their ex- 
perience. Qne boy gained 30 pounds 
and grew seven inches since his ar- 
rival. The record of not a day miss- 
ed at school is very common, Time 
and again a child has remarked: 
‘Mother and father will have to 
come to Canada to live after the 
war’, The results of this evacua- 
tion will be far-reaching.
